The Bible extols Quo who "swenroth to hia

when you make a promise, keep it at all 
hazards. Thero may bo oases where decep- 
tion, has been used at tho time of engage- 
ment, and 
extraordinary circumstances 


whcro tbe promise is not, blndir.fr, but In 
niao hundred and ninety-nine cases out of 
u thousand cngu^oiuont Is as binding as 
marriage. P.obert Burns, with all his faults, 
well know the force of a marital engage- 
ment. In obodlonco to some ruatlu idea, he 
standing on one side of tho brook Ayr and 
Mary Campbell on the other, they bathed 
their hands In tho water and then put them 
on tho boards of a Bible, making thoir 
pledge of fidelity. On tho cover of the Old 
Testament of that book to this day, in Rob- 
ert Burns' hand-writing, may be found the 
words: "Leviticus xlx., 12: To shall not 
swear by rny name falsely; I am tho Lord.1" 
And on the cover of tho Now Testament, in 
his own hand-writing: '•Matthew v., 33: 
Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but Shalt 
perform unto the Lord thine oaths."' 


Suppose a ^hlp captain offered his services

The sending 
back of all the letters and rings and neck- 
laces and keepsakes can not make that 
right which is ia the sight of God, and 
ought to bo in the sight of man, an ever- 
lasting wrong:. 
What American society 


needs to bo taught is that betrothal i3 an 
act so solemn and tremendous that all racu 
and women must stand back from it until 
they arc sure that it Is right, and sure that 
it is best, and sure that no retreat) will bo 
desirei 
Before that promise, ol lifetime 


companionship any amount of romance that 
you wish, any ardor of friendship, any com- 
injr and going. But espousal is a pate, a 
golden gate, which one should not pasa un- 
less he or she expects never to return. En- 
gagement Is the porch of which marriage 
is tbe castle, and you havo no right In the 
porch if you do not mean to pass tnto the 
castle. 


Tbe trouble hag always been that this 


wholo subject of aJEancc has been relegated 
to tho realm ot frivolity and joke, and con- 
sidered not worth a sormon or even a ec- 
rious paragraph. And so the massacre of 
human lives has gone on and the devil has 
had it his own cruel way, and what is 
mightily needed is that pulpit, and plat- 
form, and printing-press all speak: a word of 
unmistakable and thunderous protestation 
on this subject of Infinite importance. Wo 
put clear out into tbJn poesy and light read-

It would take 
sixty pounds of pressure to throw tho 
pieces where they werofound; the boiler 
aven if properly managed could atand a 
steady pressure sufficient to throw the 
pieces that distance; my opinion is there 
wos water in that boiler but it was froz'.-n 
water; if there was enough water to be 
used in running tho engine it -would be 
impossible to generate pressure enough 
to throw the parts of tbo boiler as far ai 
they wero; I did not put a patch on the 
boiier when Mr. Doty owned i>: Lt-vir 
put it to any test; told the workmen that 
it was unsafe; Mr. Nelson told me that 
the boiler needed Giing and I fixtd it; 
don't know whether ho heard mo aay it 
was unsafe or not. 


Geo. Kastner, a member ot [the firm ot 


Geo. Kaetner & Co..testified substan- 
tially as follows: 


I am tho only owner of the boiler that 


exploded; bargained for it in the sum- 
mer ot i860; moved it and. hud it set 
ready for nse in September ot 
1SSO; 


bought it for a new boiler of Henry Poty; 
knew it waa a new boiler when he bought 
it as I was with him; phid for boiler en- 
gine and brick Sl.OOO, then placed it at 
my mill, whore it has since been in oon-_- 
stint use, but not every aay; up to 18SD 
it was used for grinding, shelling, ele- 
vating and handling groin in general; 
from that time on it was used for grind- 
ing and shelling; James Bracken was tho 
engineer; Kennedy and I were handling 
poultry until the 2Utn of October; I then 
arranged with Kennedy to ooino into 
town, as wo needed a place to dress poul. 
try, and come to tho elevator and do 
work when there was nothing doing in 
the poultry line; after October ho oarco 
down there; Mr. W, IT. Carle and I 
buuRUt poultry. 
Kennedy bad no cu • 


thority from mo to take charge of the 
engine; in tbo absence of Bracken I was 
always there myself; Kennedy never rau 
t>n engine to my knowledge, and never 
ruin tho ougino ualcun Erookeii or 1 -wen 
there; Bracken worked for mo as fcngii:- 
eer off and on, not running steady, since 
gome time in the spring, working one or 
two days a week, more or less; he wanted 
to run the engine; he had been with my 
engineer off and on since the summer or 
(all of 1880; don't knotf as he had any 
other experience; understand he run a 
threshing machine engine ut oce time; I 
did not consider him a first class en- 
emeer; considered him competent to run 
the engine. 1 do not think any engineer 
will attend to it any too strict; I was no; 
afraid to go out ot tho city and leave 
mm; I used to go in when I was home 
and see that everything was started all 
right; Bracken attended solely to it when 
I waa not there; I was out of tho city 
when the explosion occurred; snpposa he 
was running the engine that day; I went 
away Wednesday morning; I told the 
men "I am going away. Pick a certain

oate." These oats were up stairs; they 
bad to be brought down and weighed 
and then elevated into the care; they had 
not been elevated when I gotbomo; cone 
had been loaded; it would be hard to tell 
whether they had been elevated or net;

I want you to see that 
there is plenty of watar before you tire 
up " fiagg was there; I addressed my 
conversation to Bracken; told Kenned," 
to pick chickens and Bracken to loud the 
cars and tend to tho boiler; don't know 
as I spoke particularly to 6acb;dun't 
know sa Kennedy run the engine when I 
was away; be sometimes did run it for a 
time; did not specify that Bracken should 
runvho engine, but supposed he would 
take the instructions to himself; the 
other two were present; couldn't say that 
I called Bracken's name; I was lookiaR 
at them and talking to tbem; both were

Northwestern road, testified that in his 
opinion tho explosion was caused by tht 
suddon generating ot sloam; the water 
Retting low in the boiler; or no water at 
ull, and then putting on cold water wonld 
xenuratu something more powerful thim 
c^eom; from tbe port I examined I d^n't 
think it would stand much pressure; this 
piece (referring to exhibit} is in poor 
condition; no life to it; all eaten out; lo- 
comotive engines are tested every time 
they go to ttui shop—which is every 
eighteen months ur two years—whether 
ihey leak or not; if tho safety-valve is on 
a boiler it is difficult to generate steam 
sufficient to CPUEO an explosion; it would 
taite a sudden generation of tteom if the 
safety vnlvoid in good condition. 


Dr. Henry Palmer was recalled and 


teetilied that neither of tho men killed 
Wiire scaled; their fecea were reddened, 
but their clothing waa not wet through, 
moistened on outside; thsir undercloth- 
ing was perfectly dry; the hoir was not 
ecalded or looaened; the email hairs about 
the neck were not loosened; a degree of 
temperature sufficient to cause an explo- 
sion must bo above tbe boiling point. 
It this iluid strikes a person it will soald 
them; their eyes will be scalded so that 
tho pupils will bo discolored; tbe pupils 
of tho eyes of these men wtio ic their 
normal condition; I do not see how it was 
possible tr> escape being scalded, partic- 
ularly Kennedy, from where be wus 
found; 1 oanoot account for it unices
